bottles scattered about the farm. 


“There was one 
barrel 
full 
of 
bottles in the henhouse,” she said. 
“Another behind the henhouse. 
And 
lie hid another in a field by burying 
it, and sold another barrel of bot­ 
tles to a peddler. 
He became sus­ 
picions of all of us and often a<-- 
eused mother of trying to 
poison 
him. 
She used to have to taste his 
food before he would touch it.” 


After her second marriage, when 
she and lu-r husband went to live 
on her father’s farm, her 
mother 
died, said Mr-. Smith, and 
after 
that her father, she declared, c o n ­ 
tinued, his drinking and threats. 


On one occasion, she 
declared, 
she lay aw; ke all night, fearing that 
he would murder the family. 
She 
told her fears to her husband, she 
said, and they grew accustomed to 
lock the door of their room. 


On another occasion, she testified, 
her father, at table one evening, be­ 
gan cutting ail imaginary something 
on his plate, muttering “I’ll do it 
tonight. 
I must do it tonight.”

•"In the .schools these findings are 
conclusive, and by the general pub- 
lie-they .are received with defer- 
ence.-" 


The bulletin '-describes surveys in 


all different countries. Of English 
surveys it is declared: "England has 
been especially fortunate in securing 
the services 
of her ablest ^public 


men on her educational commiss- 
ions and in generally 
having 
a, 


chairman ilie ablest and most em- 
inent jnan of the nation." , 


Fifteen distinct English 
surveys 


are recorded in the bulletin. 
The 


reports 
from these investigations 


say among other tilings: "Schools 
should be built for all the children," 
"we thing classics good,' but other 
things are indispensable;" "prudent 
liberality .is needed as well as prac- 
tical wisdom in providing for educa- 
tional needs." 


The report on a survey made as 


far 'back as 1884, on technical edu- 
cation, expresses its astonishment at 
the industrial progress of Prance, 
Germany, and Switzerland, and con- 
tains the significant remark: "While 
we are of the opinion that England 
sftll maintains her lea.d in the world 
of industry, the commissioners note 
with concern the growth of tech- 
nical abroad." The 
commissioners 


conclude that, "if England is to con- 
tinue to be the industrial leader her 
managers, foremen, and 
workmen 


should combine theoretical instruc- 
tion with their acknowledged prac- 
tical skill."

during feudal times," Holman con- 
tinued. "Men live in" luxury, in cities, 
with mony made -with the labor of 
tenants. The condition is leading 
this country to an unfortunate ec- 
onomic condition—almost as unfor- 
tunate as the condition from which 
Ireland was just pulled." 


Ireland, he said, 
has been led 


from the' oppression 
of its land 


lords. England passed a law permit- 
ting the British government to buy 
lands from the landlords. Then they 
resqld the land to Irish farmers un- 
der terms the farmers could bear. 
A'new system of agriculture and 
marketing lias further aided Ire- 
land to become prosperous, he said. 


More than 700 delegates repre- 


senting -38 states, -were-in attend- 
ance at the second day's session to- 
day. The conference will end Thurs' 
day evening.

ducts as to quality and size and type 
of products is necessary as an ac- 
curate basis of price -quotations.
